The Value of Hygiene 

A questionnaire passed to members of hygiene 
classes indicates that only 32 per cent of those en- 
rolled had taken courses In hygiene, "health" or 
"health lessons" before comhig to the University. 
Of the number having ^ad previous Instruction In 
the subject, more Uian so per cent of them had re- 
ceived It before ehtéring high school. 

Tits quesiionnalre requested further Informa* 
tlon regardirig six science courseë allied to hygiene. 
Flftyffour jpéi cent of the students had taken 
pfiyslblogy, 20 per cent blology^ 31 pér cent botany, 
SI per cent chemistry, 73 per cent physics, and 54 
per cant geneni •elehcë. ' liiirth showéd 
that 40 |>er çênt had taken :cotirw« Injnelther 
to(riene, li,e8}to, nor physiology. ■ •

every lOO fi^eshmën and tjransfer students have had

Ancient Knowledge ■ 
^ a result of religoùs teaching little 
dissection and anatomy was known.- It 
consequently followed that "Internal 
Medicine" not surgery, was the strong 
point of the Chinese Physician. Small- 
pox, credited to Rajes, an Arabian 
physician of l>he ninth century, was 
accurately, described by Ko Hung In 
the Tsin Dyriàsty (255-206). Moreover, 
berri-berri, said to date from Bontlus 
(1758) is referred to In Ohinesé 'writ- 
ings of (2697 B. C.) and In .thV seventh 
century its cause is attributed ,to pol- 
ished dice. Administration of drugs by 
enema, dates to this era.^ 

A knowledge of circulation dates to 
Mel Ching (2897 B.C,) and describes 
veins and arterié5,"' tiHe 'heart' as a

Long before similar knowledge was 
used by trie western world such books 
as "Thé Thousand Gold Remedies" and 
"The Precious Mlrroir of Hygiene" be- 
longing to the 7th century .prescribed 
catherization, enema, Hydrotoi»py,iànd 
a crude method of vaccination. " The 
Chtaese Pharmacajpoela compiled dur 
Ing'the Mhig dynasty (1368-1644) lists 
one thousand and ninety-two remedies 
and represents the peak pf , .
